As it appeal’s 
doubtful that the regiment should be stationed outside the army area, 
it is believed that the regiment is moving to the Fuorstenberg area as 
has boon reported by another source* | . X The 25X1

(2) The shipments apparently involved units of the 2d Light Arty Prig (US) 
and wore probably connected v/ith their replacement by other units of 
the brigade, which is stationed in the Feutscher Forst north of Leu- 
strelita* The shipments were partly confirmed by official railroad 
records, according to which one troop train was dispatched from lieu- 
strelitz to Oranienburg on 15 July and one train each from OranlGnburrr
